It  is  our  hope  that  the  compilation 
of  this  information  in  one  source  document  will  minimize  the  resources  required  to  analyze 
state  and  sub-state  conditions  and  trends.

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Introduction 


This  update  of  Profile,  North  Carolina  Counties  is  presented  in  five  major  sections: 
(1)  data  descriptions  and  sources,    (2)  state  and  county  profiles,    (3)  multi-county  planning 
region  and  metropolitan  statistical  area  profiles,    (4)  a  graphic  summary,  and  (5)  an 
appendix  of  revisions  to  data  printed  in  the  1986  full  edition. 

In  the  first  section,  detailed  description  of  each  series  and  the  state  or  federal 
source  of  the  data  are  provided.     The  descriptions  are  listed  alphabetically  by  series 
within  broad  subject  area. 

Data  for  each  updated  series  are  presented  for  all  100  counties  and  the  state  in  the 
second  section  and  are  separately  tallied  for  18  multi-county  planning  regions,  nine 
metropolitan  areas,   and  for  metropolitan  and  nonmetropolitan  totals  in  section  three.  For 
many  data  series,   the  state  value  either  includes  categories  not  represented  in  the  counties 
or  is  an  estimate  derived  by  methodology  that  does  not  require  the  state  figure  to  be  the 
same  as  the  sum  of  counties.     Because  of  this  and  for  ease  in  calculation  of  county  values 
as  a  percentage  of  state  total,   a  "sum  of  counties"  profile  has  been  included  in  the  state 
and  county  profiles  section. 

The  multi-county  planning  regions,  named  A  -  R,  were  established  under  consideration  of 
the  following  factors:      (1)  the  economic  and  social  interrelationships  between  urban  centers 
and  the  surrounding  areas,    (2)   existing  cooperative  programs  among  counties  and 
municipalities,    (3)   at  least  three  counties  in  each  region,    (4)   a  population  base  of  at 
least  100,000  people  in  each  region,   and  (5)  the  existence  of  mountain  ranges  or  rivers  that 
might  separate  one  region  from  another.

The  map  on  page  24  shows  the  current  definitions  of  the 
states  metropolitan  statistical  areas.     Note  that  only  the  North  Carolina  portion  of  the 
Charlotte-Gastonia-Rock  Hill  MSA  is  included  in  each  metropolitan  data  series. 

Several  data  series  published  in  the  1986  Profile,  North  Carolina  Counties  have  been 
revised.     These  series  include  1984  Estimated  Farm  Income  and  1984  Employed,  Unemployed  and 
Rate  of  Unemployment.

Cropland  for  the  calendar  year  consists  of  all  land  from  which  crops  were  harvested 
including  field  crops,   hay,    fruits  and  vegetables.     Acres  that  have  more  than  one 
crop  (i.e.  wheat,   soybeans  and  hay)  harvested  are  counted  only  once.     Data  are 
based  on  a  sample  survey  conducted  by  the  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service,  which 
prior  data  were  obtained  from  a  state  annual  farm  census.     The  state  figure  represents 
the  sum  of  counties.

Undergraduate 
includes  students  who  have  not  completed  a  full  four-year  program  or  its  equivalent 
and  also  students  in  a  five-year  bachelor's  program.     Data  for  the  Profile  classifica- 
tion include  students  in  private  junior  colleges  but  excludes  the  public  community 
colleges.     In-state  students  are  those  whose  legal  residence,   as  determined  by 
the  institution,   is  North  Carolina.     Data  were  excluded  for  students  in  military 
centers.

Labor  Force  estimates  represent  the  combined  totals  of  the  average  annual  employed  and 
unemployed  persons  by  place  of  residence  and  have  been  adjusted  to  remove  the  effect 
of  multiple  job  holding  and  effect  of  commuting  from  one  county  (or  planning  region) 
to  another.
